Asquith Easy Going 

After reading a lesson to the king, 
fome Hberal papers are now taking Mr.

Dramatic Moments in Caillaux 
Trial When Minister's For- 
mer Wife Testifies, 


LAYS BARE SECRETS OF 
HER FORMER MARRIAGE 


Tliought Her Husband Would 
Follow Her When She Left 
. Him, But He Did Not. 


Paris, July 24—Mme. Berthe Guey- 
don, M. Caillaux's first wife, a slender 
woman, with wasted cheeks and bleak 
eyes was called into court this after- 
noon, She faced her former husband 
and put, as though upon a rack, the 
woman who had won him from her— 
Mme, Henriette Caillaux, now on trial 
for the killing of M, Calmette. Murne. 
Gueydan told of her part of the pub- 
lication of the “Thy Jo" letter, but she 
declared she knew nothing about it 
and affirmed she had told Gaston Cal- 
metto nothing. 4 

The summit of the trial was reached 
when other private letters were hand- 
ed over by Mme. Gueydan to M, 
Labori, counsel for Mme. Caillaux. It 
Was one of the most dramatic moments 
in the annals of the French courts. A 
deep and impressive silence fell upon 
the court room, 

Mme. Gueydan then left) tha box, 
after haying completely dominated by 
her remarkable personality the whole 
procedure. For three hours she spoke 
and her volce gained strength and car- 
ried to the remotest corner of the room. 

In that time she laid bare many @ 
secret of her Ife with M, Caillaux, Sho 
told of his latson’ and of his throwing 
himself at her knees and asking her 
pardon, She testified that he even 
threatened her life. 

Then she left him and hoped that he 
would follow her, but he did not, and 
she added, with a flash of her eyes and 
a tightening of her lips: “You know 
why." 

Polnting with a dramatic gesture to 
the dock where Mme. Caillaux sat quiv- 
ering with emotion, M. Calllaux, re- 
turning to the bar, sald: “With all my 
strength I will defend her, [ought to 
be beside her; nothing shall separate 
us.” 

Mme. Caillaux wept as her husband 
finished, 

M. Caillaux then went on with wild 
festure to depict the years which had 
preceded his marriage to his former 
wife.

AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN 
GOVERNMENT SENDS 
SERVIA ULTIMATUM 


Toronto, July 24.—The amalgamation 
of the Bank of Nova Scotia. and the 
Metropolitan bank, two of the lead- 
ing chartered banks in Canada, was an- 
nounced this afternoon. The merger 
has progressed so far that Circulars 
embodying the basis of the amalgama- 
tlon have been prepared and approved 
by the directors of both Institutions, 
and are being mailed to the share-hold- 
ers of each. Under the present ar- 
rangement, the Bank of Nova Scotia 
which since its absorption of the bank 
of New Brunswick, has been making 
extensions in Western Canada, will 
secure in one stroke the business of 
one of the most important of the 
younger banking institutions and an 
organization which is recognized among 
the banking fraternity as a very im- 
portant asset, Under the agreement 
as outlined, the share-holders of the 
Metropolitan bank will receive $100 in 
cash and one-half of the Bank of Nova 
Scotia stock for each share held. 

Tentative Proposals 

The negotiations which led to the 
adoption of a practicable basis of amal- 
vamation have been in progress for a 
considerable period. It is understood 
that during the past few years several 
tentative proposals have been made to 
the Metropolitan bank looking towards 
the absorption of this institution by 
some of the larger banks, but In each 
case the directors of the Meirupolitan 
have declined to consider any offers 

Although the Metropolitan bank will 
be merged into the older business, Die 
share-holders of the Metropolitan will 
be represented on the board of the 
Bank of Nova Scotia by the president,

Servia Must Formally Con- 
demn Seditious Propaganda 
Aiming at Separation 


Belgrade, July 4 ~The Servian sgov- 
ernment received last night a note 
from the. Austro-Hungarian 
ment bearing on the relations between 
the two countries and dealing directly 
with the assassination at Sarayevo on 
June 28 of Arehduke Francis Ferdin- 
and, heir to the Austrian throne, 

The note reviews the colations with 
Servia since 1909 and complains that 
although the Servian government pro- 
mised loyalty to the Austro-Hungarian 
government, it has falled to suppress 
subversive movements, and that this 
tolerance has incited the Servian peo- 
ple to hatred of the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy and contempt for its in- 
stitutions, This, says the note, cul- 
minated in the Sarayevo assassinations, 
which are proved, by depositions and 
confessions of the perpetrators, to have 
been hatched at Belgrade, the arms and 
explosives having been supplied by the 
connivance of Servian officers and 
functionaries.

It 
was stated today that Germany had 
not been consulted regarding the Aus- 
trian note to Servia before its delivery, 
but that she thoroughly approved the 
step taken and was prepared for all 
the consequences that might ensue 
from it, 

It was pointed out that should Rus- 
sia take part against Austria, Ger- 
many was fully prepared to draw the 
«sword on behalf of her ally in accord- 
ance with the terms of the triple al- 
liance between Germany, Austria and 
Italy.

Accounts Not Clear, 

Further payments of interest indi- 
cated that the interest on the loans, 
totalling about $45,000, negotiated with 
the Prudential Trust company, of 
Montreal, by Gould, Lisman, MacDon- 
nell and Thompson, was paid by the 
construction company and charged to 
the cost of the road, That the money 
borrowed was used for constructon 
purposes has not yet been shown. 

The deeper the counsel and commis- 
sioners dug into the matter the more 
difficult it seemed to bring order out 
of the chaos. At every turn they were 
met by the obstacle that transactions 
which they wished to trace had been 
handled through the New York office 
and the explanations could be found 
only there. 

The morning session was a little 
more productive. It showed that along 
in July, 1913, A, R. Gould woke up with 
the inspiration that he was entitled to 
a salary of $5,000 a year from the con- 
struction company. It was not shown 


and gathered in $10,000 for the two 
preceding years, during which, appar- 
ently, he had been working so hard 
that he had no time to even think of 
such a detail as salary, 

No Value is Shown. 

The amounts paid to Mr. Gould 
reached a ‘total, up to March of this 
year, of $19,866.67, but the accountant 
was unable to explain what value the 
railway had to show for the balance of 
the payments, 

Another matter which cropped up 
yesterday was the claim of J, D, 
Seeley for $16,000. The full amount 
was charged up to general expenses, 
although only $4,000 was actually paid. 
The entry was classified as “organi- 
zaticn expenses,” 


ANOTHER SURVIVOR OF 
EMPRESS OF IRELAND 
IS FOUND IN ENGLAND 


Charlottetown, PEL, July  24.—- 
Joseph Kinslow, formerly of Charlotte- 
town, who was previously reported to 
have gone down in the Empress of 
Ireland, is safe at his home in Liver- 
peel, England, with his wife and family. 
Tlis mother, Mrs. De Young, of Char- 
lottetown, has received a letter to this 
effect. Kinslow was a fireman on 
the Empress and was in the watch 
below when the disaster occurred, He 
was one of those asleep in their bunks 
when the collision came. Awakened 
by the crash he secured a life belt and 
with this he jumped overboard and was 
floating about for some time before 
being picked up. 


For Penny Postage.
